Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on 
an application filed in Taiwan on 1/8/04. It is noted, however, that applicant has 
not filed a certified copy of the foreign application as required by 35 

U.S.C. 119(b). 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The best 
way to indicate what is allowable is to compare the sole independent claim with 
the closest art found by the examiner. 

• Li does not teach that a first connecting member has an inner thread or 
that the center hold down member has a plurality of hooks or that the 
second connecting member is sleeved onto the barrel. 

• Burris does not teach that the 2 nd connecting member has an outside 
annular coupling groove. 

• Palinkas et al does not teach that the center hold down member has a 
plurality of hooks on the outside of the front end or that the locating 
barrel has an inside annular flange or that the 2 nd connecting member 
has an outside annular coupling groove. 

• Chen (US6805584) does not teach that the center hold down member 
has a plurality of hooks or that the 2 connecting member has an 
outside annular groove or a stepped center through hole. 
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• The examiner would also like to note that the applicant specifically 
claims that the jack portion of the coaxial cable enters from the 1 st 
connecting member side and that the center conductor portion of 
another coaxial cable enters from the 2 nd connecting member side. 
Most of the prior art (except for Chen) is not this specific. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled 
"Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Chen (US6790083) does not disclose a plurality of hooks or 
that the 2 nd connecting member is sleeved onto the locating barrel. Stirling does 
not disclose that the 2 nd connecting member has an outside annular coupling 
groove. Campbell et al does not teach that the 1 st connecting member has an inside 
annular coupling flange or that the tube of conducting material is held in the 
stepped center through hole of the 2 connecting member.
